Slight Rise in 
Madison School 
1972 Tax Rate 


A new tax levy of $877,235— 
a decrease of $9,140 below that 
of last year—was adopted by 
the Madison Board of Educa- 
tion Thursday night to finance 
part of a 1972-73 school “budget 
of $2,622,255, which also was 
approved during the meeting 

Both the final budget and tax 
levy weye adopted during a 
regular board meeting follow- 
ing a public hearing in which 
the permanent budget figures 
were determined. 

On the basis of tax levy fig- 
ures presented the board by 
School Superintendent Fred 
Riddle, school officials project- 
ed a 1972 tax rate of $2.862 per 
$100 assessed valuation, up 2.7 
cents over the 1971 rate of 
$2.835. 

During the public’ hearing, 
the board approved an increase 
in the educational fund appro- 
priation from a tentative budg- 
et figure of $2,304,085 to a final 
budget total of $2,350,740—an 
increase of $46,655. 

- Building Fund Cut 

At the same time, however, 
board members also approved 
a revision downward of the 
building fund appropriation 
from a tentative budget of 
$300,999 to a final appropria- 
tion’ figure of $271,515—a de- 
crease of $29,484. 

The budget projects a deficit 
of $179,384 in the educational 
fund which, for budgeting pur- 


“ 


poses, combines the items of 
Title I instruction, transporta- 
tion, school lunches*and munici- 
pal retirgment. 

Riddle told board members 
the district may expect antici- 
pated revenue of $2,301,113 in 
the education fund during the 
1972-73 year—including $533,100 
in taxes and $1,185,327 in state 
aid—but that a deficit last year 
of $129,756 must be paid from 
this revenue. 

This leaves an estimated $2,- 
171,356 income for the fiscal 
year, applied against the total 
$2,350,740 budget. 

The building fund budget of 
$271,515, -which includes retire- 
ment of bonds and interest due 
this year, projects a balance 
of $25,183 at the end of the 
year. 

Supt. Riddle said estimated 
reyenue for the building fund 
totals $263,275. This is added to 
balances of $33,423 from the 
last school year, to provide 
total available funds of $296,- 
698. 

The tax levy adopted by the 
board extends $495,000 in the 
educational fund for a project- 
ed tax rate of $1.60 per $100 as- 
sessed valuation, and $116,500 
in the building fund which will 
require the district's maximum 
building fund rate of 37.5 cents.

Cost Cutting in 
Secretary Office 


Michaer J. Howlett, Demo- 
cratic candidate for secretary of 
state, last week pledged to 
continue the record of econ- 
omy and efficiency in govern- 
men he is credited with in 
nearly 12 years as auditor of 
public accounts. 


The stat eauditor spoke at a 
dinner of Washington County 
Democrats in the American Le- 
gion Home in Nashville.

City Considers Plan to 
Buy Sign-Making Unit 


A proposal by Chief of Police 
Ronald Veizer that Granite City 
acquire equipment to make its 
own street and highway signs 
under a new marking system 
adopted by the state has been 
taken under consideration by 
ity’ council members. Action 
on the proposal is expected in 
Tuesday night's council session. 

Veizer told the council in a 
meeting last night that the city 
could save from $2.50 to $6.50 
on each sign by making the 
signs rather than paying for 
them to be manufactured else- 
where. 

Action on the proposal was 
withheld at that time to give 
council members and opportu- 
nity to discuss the problem, 
which confronts municipalities 
throughout the state, during 
sessions of the Illinois Munici- 
pal League in Chicago during 
the weekend. 

Alderman Gerald Parmley 
suggested that since Venice and 
Madison also will be required 
to replace all of their street 
signs, it is possible that Gran- 
ite City could make signs for 


administrative experience and

New signs required by the state 
under the visual sign program 
are considerably larger. 

He told the council that the 
Minnesota Mining and Manufac- 
turning Co. of St. Paul, Minn., 
has quoted the police depart- 
ment a price of $1,038 on a sign- 
manufacturing unit that will 
make signs up to 3 by 4 feet. 
This would make any sign re- 
quired under the new program, 
Veizer said. 

The state will require the 
eventual replacement of every 
street and highway sign with 
newly designed markings that 
convey a pictoral message rath- 
er than a written one. The sys- 
tem has been in use on the 
campus of Southern IIlinois Uni- 
versity at Edwardsville for sev- 
eral years. 

State Must Comply 

“We don’t necessarily agree 
with the new system,” Veizer 
told the aldermen, “But it is a 
federal program with which the 
state must comply to be eligible 
for government grants.” 

The State Department of 
Transportation has been install- 
ing the new signs throughout 
the state for the past several 
months. A number of the new 
signs have been installed by the 
state in Granite City on streets 
that are state highways. 

Council members, at Veizer 
request, approved the purchase 
of one of three radar units 
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ALFRED HAYNES, a 
resident of Granite City for 
26 years, has moved with 
his family to Desloge, Mo., 
following his appointment 
as plant manager of the 
Williams Crusher Co. plant 
in Bonne Terre, Mo, The 
family formerly lived at 
2800 Nameoki Drive.

Price Calls for 
Repayment of 
Foreign Debts 


Cong. Melvin Price (D-East 
St. Louis) has called for repay- 
ment of all outstanding debts 
to the United States by foreign 
countries. 


“A number of nations of the 
world have outstanding debts to 
the United States which are es- 
timated to total approximately 
$45 billion, and the American 
people Should not be made to 
subsidize these debts,” said 
Cong. Price. 

“The domestic economy has 
required reductions in needed 
expenditures and development 
of new sources of income,” the 
illinois lawmaker continued. 
“Deficits in the balance of 
trade and the balance of pay- 
ments have continued for years 
now.” 


“The resolution | am sponsor- 
ing would make it the sense of 
Congress that it shall be the pol- 
icy of the United States to re- 
quire repayment of the long- 
standing debts which are delin- 
quent in nature,” said Price. 
The Department of the 
Treasury would submit to Con- 
gress within 90 days cf passage 
of this resolution a list and re- 
port on the extent of such in- 
debtedness on the part of for- 
n nations," said Price 
“Immediately after the filing 
of tnis report, the Treasury De- 
partment should begin consulia- 
tions with the foreign govern- 
ment involved for the purpose 
of making arrangements for the 
prompt repayment of those 
tanding debts which are 
Gelinquent,” he added. 


“These debts will drag out 
for decades unless we initiate 
definite collection arrange- 
ments,” Price commented, "$45 
billion is a lot of money from 
anyone's viewpoint, and it is 
time that we put it’ to good use 
here at home.”

Sidewalks Near 
Johnson School 
Are Being Urged 


A need for sidewalks in the 
immediate vicinity of the new 
Russell D. Johnson Elementary 
School was brought to the at- 
tention of the Granite City 
School Board last week. 

Supt. of Schools B. J. Davis 
noted that the lack of side- 
walks could prove hazardous, 
especially to smaller children 
or in rainy weather—‘plus the 
fact that the street is not in the 
best of repair.” 

Board members authorized 
him to contact city officials to 
determine “‘the best direction 
to take in solving the prob- 
lem.” Complaints from parents 
of pupils attending the school 
have been received by the City 
Council, it was learned. 

The area of primary concern 
leads from the new school prop- 
erty along Norwood Drive, near 
Melrose Avenue, roughly a two- 
block stretch. 

Information provided by Ald- 
erman R. E. Robertson noted 
that the City Council approved 
a low bid last December by G 
H. Sternberg & Co. for street 
improvements in that area. 

In a subsequent letter dated 
April 20, Robert Kronst, district 
highway engineer, said the 
project had not been submitted 
to: the office for approval. He 
further advised that the co; 
tract had not been executed nor 
submitted to the state for motor 
fuel tax funding to his knowl- 
edge. 

In other actions, the board 
agreed to provide a non-teach- 
ing aide to assist a handicapped 
pupil : attending Niedringhaus 
School. The decision was made 
after board members heard an 
evaluation report from a special 
education official with the 
Office of the Superintendent of 
Public Instruction. 

Approved. were contracts with 
the Granite City School of 
Beauty Culture and Joseph's 
Beauty School for extension 
courses in connection with high 
school vocational classes. 

Contract agreements with 
seven non - certificated staff 
members showing 514% increa- 
ges, basically in wage hikes, 
were approved and signed. 

Also approved was a coope 
tive venture with the Venice 
School District which will allow 
four Venice High School students 
to join Granite City pupils en- 
rolled in a health occupations 
vocational course at ‘St. Eliza- 
beth Hospital.

Canal Freight Moves Toward Record 


Freight tonnage shipped 
through the Chain of Rocks 
Locks and Canal in August was 
the second highest ever re- 
corded here for any one month 
and was only 3,163 tons less 
than the record set in May. 

A total of 5,427,612 tons were 
shipped through the canal last 
month, slightly below the rec- 
ord of 5,430,775 tons in May but 
exceeding the 5,414,548 tons in 
July, which previously was the 
second highest ever recorded in 
one month, 

The total in August was bol- 
stered by a record 2,454,100 tons 
of grain which were shipped 
downriver, while 37,200 tons 
went upriver. 

The grain shipments, pri- 
marily wheat at this time, may 
be expected to increase as corn 
and soybean shipments start 
later this year, shippers predict 

Total tonnage in the first 
eight months of this year, 37,- 
181,383 tons, is more than 
5,000,000 tons higher than ship- 
ments in the same period of 
last year, 32,179,918 tons. 

In 1970, a record year for the 
locks in which 50,747,918 tons 
were recorded: for 12 months, 
the total for the first eight 
months was 32,893,298 tons, in- 
dicating that this year likely 
will set an all-time record for 
freight shipments. 

Vessel Movements Down

locks in August declined from

Late September 
Decision--Reseed 
Or Fertilize Lawn 


By WAYNE B. SIEFERT 
Area Extension Adviser- 
Ornamental Horticulture 


Now is the time to decide if 
your lawn needs reseeding or 
fertilizing. 

Reseeding is necessary when 
large areas of the lawn are 
completely brown or appear as 
solid patches of crabgrass and 
knotweed. You can make your 
own survey by looking’ for 
blades of bluegrass above the 
old cut. 

While crabgrass. and knot- 
weed are beginning to go to 
seed, bluegrass is making a 
spurt of growth. An even scat- 
tering of bluegrass will respond 
to fall fertilizing to become a 
thick turf by spring 

Large brown spots or plate 
sized spots of solid weeds should 
be reseeded. Seed bluegrass in 
open areas and red fescue in 
shade areas. New varieties of 
bluegrass like Fylking and Penn 
Star are worth the extra money 
because both have resistance to 
several turf diseases. 

Lightly reseed the bare spots 
in late September. Fall rains 
and the natural mulch from 
clippings and dying weeds pro- 
vide a natural combination for 
seed germination. 

Thatch in a lawn will prevent 
seed germination. If you can 
pick up layers of dead grass 
and roots, you have a thatch 
problem. Spiking or dethatch- 
ing is necessary to get the seed 
down to the soil. 

Early fall is an ideal time 
to settle a grudge with dan- 
Celoins in your lawn. 

One application of 2,4-D in 
late September will control 
both germinating seedlings 
and prosspering dandelions 
to produce a weed-free turf. 
Fall fertilizer and cool 
weather will stimulate sur- 
viving bluegrass to quickly 
spread into these bare spots 
and prevent new weeds 
from getting started. 

Clover and henbit are easily 
controlled by adding silvex to 
your spray mixture, or buying 
‘a mixture of the two. One ap- 
plication should give you a 
clean sweep. 

If you find 2,4-D a problem 
because of wind drift to nearby 
flowers and vegetables try a 
granular weed killer or a com- 
bination fertilizer and weed 
killer. Both the granular and 
the amine (low volotile) form 
are available at garden stores 
and nurseries.

Fight at GC Tavern 


A disturbance at the 20th and 
Park Tavern, 2100 E. 20th St., 
at 5:20 p.m. Saturday resulted 
in one man being shot in the 
head and another suffering cuts 
in the abdomen. Little informa- 
tion concerning events leading 
up to the shooting was avail- 
able from the participants, 
police said. 

John Duboise, 42, of 2768 
Washington Ave., who was shot 
in the head during the melee, 
was admitted at Firmin Des- 
loge Hospital, St. Louis. He was 
taken by ambulance to St. Eliz- 
abeth Hospital before being 
transferred to St. Louis. 

Afrested on charges of ag- 
gravated battery were Jerry 
Warmack, 27, of 2035 Sherman 
Ave., and Donald Duboise, 63, 
of 2768 Washington Ave., a 
brother of the shooting victim. 

Witmesses at the tavern said 
that Warmack pulled a small 
hand gun and began beating 
John Duboise on the head dur- 
ing the argument. The weapon 
discharge and the bullet struck 
Duboise on the left side of the 
forehead, according to police. 
Warmack then ran from the 
premises, witnesses reported. 

Police said the bullet emer 
ed from the top of the man’s 
head and went into a wall, ap- 
parently falling behind a sec- 
tion of wall paneling. Duboise 
was standing at the end of the 
bar near the front windows 
when the shooting occurred 
officers reported 

Charles Warmack, 55, of 2424 
State St., a brother of Jer 
Warma suffered two long 
cuts to the stomach. He was

Judiciary Seeks Hike 
Of $200,000 in Budget 


The Madison County : Circuit 
Court requested a judiciary 
budget of $737,000 for the fiscal 
year beginning Dec, 1, about 
$200,000 more than the current 
fiscal year, at a hearing of the 
finance committee of the Coun- 
ty Board last week, 

_ The request excluded salary 
increases proposed for depart- 
ment personnel. 

The major increases was for 
per diem and mileage pay- 
ments for jurors, from $140,000 
to $240,000. Chief Circuit Judge 
Mihcael Kinney said the hike 
would permit per diem to 
jurors to be raised from $5, to 
$10 per day. 

He said Madison County is 
one of only five counties in the 
state to pay jurors the legal 
minimum of $5, 

Other ‘increases requested 
were for additional personnel, 
more office supplies and equip- 
ment and rising costs. 

One personnel request was 
for an administrator of volun- 
teers in the youth probation of- 
fice so the office can increase 
its volunteer corps from about 
a dozen to about 50 persons. An 
administrative salary should be 
about $9,000, it was suggested. 

Decisions on the requests 
will be made later, accord- 
ing to J. J, Gramlich, commit- 
tee chairman.

Switch to Metric System Complicated for Illinois 


By RAY WOODIS 
University of Illinois 


To an Illinois farmer long ac- 
customed to plowing “the back 
40,” bragging about his 180 
bushel-per-acre corn yield, and 
watching his thermometer to de- 
cide when to plant corn in the 
spring, adjusting to the metric 
system might mean temporary 
confusion. 

If and when the United States 
adopts the metric system, the 

back 40" will no longer be the 

back 40° (acres). Instead. it 
will be the “back 16” (hectares). 

A 180 bushel-per-acre will be 
a 112.5 quintals - per - hectare 
yield. Such things could be im- 
portant in Illinois, the No. 1 
farm export state. 

A farmer who waits until the 
soil temperature reaches the 
55-degree F. mark to start 
planting corm might ‘be -a bit 
concerned about putting seed 
into the ground when his ther- 
mometer registers 13 degrees. 
That would be 13 degrees C. 
(Centigrade or Celsius). 

The switch to the metric 
system is not likely to be 
quick in coming. And many 
people are likely to be some- 
what reluctant to change.

Only 22 nations in the world 
do not presently use the 
metric system. The U.S. is 
the only major trading na- 
tion’ in that group. 
Switching to. the metric sys- 

tem would “help facilitate inter- 

national trade. 

Currently, only about 11% of 
the U.S. gross national product 
comes from foreign trade. But 
a significant portion of that in- 
volves agricultural commodities. 

Exporters now buy grain from 
Illinois growers in bushels and 
convert their purchases into 
metric tons or other metric 
measurements for resale to 
other countries. 

The conversion involves some

Red Berets, Leadership Corps Part 
Of New Scouting Image and Reality . 


Second of Two Columns 

Good citienship has always 
been one of the prime goals of 
scouting. 

But in the improved Boy 
Scout program being launched 
this month, it is stressed even 
more — and not only through 
such experience as participation 
in the democracy of patrol and 
troop activities. Citizenship is 
also. emphasized in advance- 
ment 

In the improved program, a 
boy can't get his Tenderfoot 
badge until he has passed sev- 
eral tests, one of which is 
citizenship. 

He must complete require- 
ments covering the history and 
proper display of the U. S. 
flag, and understand the mean- 
ing of the pledge of allegiance 
and the national anthem 

He must explain his rights 
and responsibilities as a citizen, 
learn something about the drug 
abuse problem, and do at least 
one other optional requirement 
demonstrating an understanding 
of citizenship — all this even 
before he gets to be a Tender 
foot. 

As he advances beyond 
the Tenderfoot level, the 
scout continues his citizen- 
ship training. 

By the time he reaches 
Eagle rank, he will have 
earned three separate merit 
badges in citizenship — cov- 
ering citizenship in his com- 
munity, the nation and the 
world, 

He also will have had 
many practical (ests in good 
citizenship through service 
projects that will benefit his 
community. 

So far, I've mentioned two of 
he major thrusts of the im- 
proved scouting program—one, 
an attempt to make scout ad- 
ancement more relevant to the 
needs and desires of boys in the 
1970s; and two, offering the 
cout greater involvement in 
making decisions about his 
troop's activities and about his 
own growth and development as 
1 scout and a participating 
citizen 

A third major thrust is a new 
program for older scouts. 

There is quite a difference be- 
tween an average 11-year-old 
and a 14-year-old. The older boy 
is not only bigger, stronger and 
more experienced, but he’s also 

a different breed of cat” in his 
interests 

He still likes sports and camp- 
ng, but chances are he is be- 
ginning to like girls—even if he 
takes great pains to pretend 
they don't exist. 

A lot of what still fascinates 
the younger boy is now looked 
on as kid stuff. The 14-year-old 
probably will be less inclined to 
horseplay. He'll be more serious 
— at times, at least than 
the typical 11-year-old 

In the improved program, the 
Boy Scouts of America has pro- 
vided on an optional basis a 
separate, service-oriented group 
for 14- and 15-year-old scouts. 
it’s called the leadership corps. 

This is an appropriate name, 
because one of the major pur: 
poses of the leadership corps 
is to give the older scouts more 
chances for troop leadership and 
more responsibility. 

The leadership corp? mem- 
bers are older scouts who have 
earned at least the first-class 
progress award 

The leadership corps is 
intended -to provide a reser- 
voir of leaders to help the 
younger patrol leaders and 
the troop as a whole conduct 
activities. 

In addition, the leadership 
corps will have some of its 
own activities apart from 
the troop. This is in line with 
the desire of older boys to 
do things more appropriate 
to their age with boys of 
their own age — things like 
béwling parties, fishing trips 
and high-adventure aci 
ties like going to the, huge 
scout ranch in New Mexico 
for 12 days of rugged out- 
door living. 

The leadership corps may al- 
so have co-ed events if the boys 
want them.
